‘COMES TO MEET HIM 


Locked up at the South Clark street an- 
nex is a middle aged woman who was 
formerly a social worker in Minneapolis. 
In the bridewell hospital, too ill to be 
questioned closely by the police, is Elmer 
Hall, a young man who recently was ac- 
quitted of a murder charge in the Minne- 
sota city. He was arrested yesterday on 
a charge of violating the Mann act. 

The woman, Mrs. Anna Oldfield, who 
was going under the name of Anna 
Schneider, is not permitted to talk to any 
one by order of the department of jus- 
tice, but the story of the meeting of the 
Man and woman was told in a dispatch 
from Minneapolis. 

Kills Negro Teamster. 

On the night of Nov. 6 last, Hall had an 
altercation with a negro teamster named 
John Johnson in ‘rcnt of @ saloon in Min- 
neapolis. Hall drew a revolver and shot 
the negro dead. He was arrested and 
tried in the District court for murder. 
He maintained he had shot in self-de- 
fense, and the jury found that he had 
fired after he had warned the teamster 
to keep away and had been attacked by 
him. A verdict of not guity was returned 
on Feb, 26, 

While Hall was im the Minneapolis 
jail,-Mrs. Oldfield, in the course of her 
duties as social worker, passed along the 
tier of cells in which he wae confined. 
She stopped before his cell and questioned 
him. He was suffering from tuberculosis. 
Mrs. Ofétield’s sympathy was touched at 
first and she visited him daily. 


Stands by Him at Trial. 

When his case came up for trial ehe 
eccupled a seat beside him in the court- 
room and aided his attorney, A. M. Cary, 
in mapping out the defense. When the 
verdict was read she left the courtroom 
arm in arm with him. > 

That was the last heard of the two by, 
the authorities until last Saturday evén- 
ing, when a policewoman from the Des- 
plaines street station found Mrs. Oldfield 
crying in the Chicago and Northwestern 
Station. The policewoman asked her 
what the matter was. 

“ Albert Hall and I became fast friends 
after he had been acquitted of the murder 
charge,” she wept. “‘ He decided he would 
come to Chicago and I went to visit rela- 
tives in Eau Claire, Wise. A fow days ago 
he sent me $9 and told me to come to him 
in Chicago, that he wae ill and needed me 
nearhim. Icame. He said he would meet 
me at the depot, but he didn’t. I’m alone 
here and penniless.”’ 

Her Protege Arrested. 

The policewoman took Mrs. Oldfield to 
the station and the matter was reported 
to the federal authorities. Yesterday in- 
vestigators from the department of jus- 
tice found Hall at 823 West Randolph 
street. He was taken to the detective 
bureau, but was found to be in no condi- 
tion to be questioned. He was taken to 
the bridewell hospital for treatment and 
he will be questioned again today.

Monterey, March 14.—[Special.]—Gen. 
Francisco Villa introduced himself to the 
business men of this city today. The 
introduction was marked with the same 
flourish, the same feverish energy that 
this man of action displays in battle. 

That which has heretofore won for Villa. 
many victories en the field, gained for 
him the support of the poor of the city, 
1,000,000 pesos from the merchants, and 
in the end their acknowledgment of his 
correct solution of a trying economic 
problem. | 

On Saturday the 175 members of the 
Monterey chamber of commerce were} 
notified that Gen. Villa would receive 
them this morning at the governor's pal- 
ace. At différent intervals during the 
last three years they had received similar 
invitations from various leaders of the 
opposing factions who have taken and re- 
taken Monterey, which proudly calls it- 
self the “Chicago of Mexico.” Thetown’s 
many smelters, railroad shops, steel 
plants, and manufacturing industries ac- 
count for the adopted name. 


Held in Reception Room. 

Villa’s consultation—if it could be called 
that-with the members of the chamber 
ef commerce was held in the grand re- 
ception room of the governor's palace. 
The room is 150 feet long by forty feet 
wide. Its walls are draped with heavy 
tapestries and adorned by large mir- 
rors, set in frames of hand carved wood. 
The floor is covered with a deep, fluffy 
yellow carpet. The furniture is of hand 
carved wood, upholstered in silk.

New Chicago Ordinance 
Goes Into Effect in 
Three Weeks, 


SLAP AT PARMELEE, 


Reductions in rates said to promise the 
taxicab riding public a saving of nearly 
$100,000 a year were approved by the city 
council last night. The new schedule will 
go into effect in about three weeks. 

The cut was embodied in a rate revision 
ordinance prepared by Ald. John Kjellan- 
der’s subcommittee of the judiciary com- 
mittee. On his motion it went through 
“in the omnibus * without a question or 
a dissenting voice. It now must await 
Mayor Harrison's approval and then must 
be published for ten days. 

The estimate of the public saving was 
based on the statement of the largest taxi- 
cab company in the city that the cut’ 
in its receipts on the present amuunt of 
traffic on mileage rates will amount to 
about $64,000 a year. A reduction in the 
hour rates will increase this, and the loss 
of the smaller companics and the inde- 
pendent drivers, it was said, will bring the 
total close to the $100,000 mark. Increased 
popularity of the cabs because of the 
lower rates may save the proprietors some 
of this loss.

genger may elect to employ the cab on 
this basis for a trip of two miles or more 
and that he must be given a card showing 
the exact hour the cab was hired, the 
name of the owner and the name and li- 
cense number of the operator. . 


Must Have Taximeters. 

What is regarded as fully as important 
as the reduction in rates is a provision 
of the ordinance that every automobile 
“which stands or is kept upon any pub- 
Nic cab and hack stand or upon any pub- 
lic street or way in the city for employ- 
ment,’ except sightseeing cars or buses 
seating eight of more passengers, must be 
equipped with a taximeter. 

This clause is said by the city law de- 
partment to hit the Frank Parmalee com- 
pany, which has a monopoly on the cab 
business at the railroad stations, 


Not All Aldermen Present. 
The session was regarded asa “ slow ” 
one, the lack of interest being due largely 
to a small attendance. On a roll call on 
the “sanitary free lunch” ordinance there 
were only thirty-nine votes recorded. 
Bight of them were in the negative, and 
as the law requires thirty-six votes foran 
ordinance, the measure was declared lost.

The largest single real estate trans- 
action in the history of Chicago was 
closed yesterday, when the Fine Arts 
building at 408-422 South Michigan ave- 
nue, between Van Buren and Congress 
streets, was sold by the corporation of 
the Fine Arts buliding, controlled by the 
Studebakers, to the trustees of the estate 
of Charles A. Chapin for $3,000,000. 

The previous high water mark for single 
transactions was $2,900,000, the figure at 
which the present Fort Dearborn building 
at Monroe and Clark streets, sold; also 
the property acquired by Mrs. Mollie 
Netcher-Neuberger several yeans ago in 
the north half of the block bounded by 
State, Madison, Dearborn, and Washing- 
ton streets. ; 

The Continental and Commercial Na- 
tional bank paid more for the several 
properties comprising its present site, but 
the Fine Arts price is the top for single 
transactions. 


$14,400 Gain on Each Foot. 

The eale is eaid to have been made on 
the basis of $2,790,000 for the land and 
$210,000 for the building, making the sale 
of the land $15,000 a front and $87.46 a 
square foot. It is interesting to notethat 
much of the frontage involved was ac- 
quired by the Studebakers between 1883 
and 1885 at $600 a front foot. 

Albert H. Wetten & Co. represented the 
sellers and Benjamin A. Fessenden repre- 
sented the Chapin estate. William B. 
Meclivaine of Wilson, Moore & McIlvaine 
attended to the legal details. 

In connection with this transaction the 
trustees of the Chapin estate conveyed to 
Nelson J. Riley, one of the stockholders 
of the Fine Arts corporation, the propérty

WASHINGTON FOR FRENCH 
CREDIT OF $50,000,000. 


Banking Circles’ Arrangement with 
Government of European Repub- 
lic Has Wilson’s Approval. 


New York, March 29.—[Special.]—Ne- 
gotiations have practically been com- 
pleted between J. P. Morgan and repre- 
sentatives of the French government for 
the establishment in this country of a 
French credit of approximately $50,000,- 
000. It is expected in banking circles 
that a statement will be fof¥coming 
within twenty-four hours. The plans 
under which the credit is to be estab- 
lished here have been submitted to the 
state department at Washington and the 
other proper authorities there, and are 
said to have received full approval. 

The credit, it is understood, will take 
the form of treasury bonds for one year, 
to bear interest at the rate of 5 per cent. 
It is expected that there will be a public 
offering of the French securities and that 
the transaction will be handled by a 
strong banking syndicate, headed by J. 
P. Morgan & Co. The notes will be of 
$1,000 denomination and the funds re- 
ceived from their sale will remain in 
this country, to be devoted to the pur- 
chase of American goods needed by the 
French. 

Negotiations looking to the establish- 
ment of a British credit, believed to be in 
the neighborhood of $100,000,000, to be 
secured through the sale of exchequer 
bonds in this country, while progressing, 
are said to be not so near compktion as 
the French credit.

Russian Official Statement. 

The following official statement from 
general headquarters was issued tonight: 

* On the front west of the Niemen river 
we have everywhere stopped the German 
counter offensive. A battalion of the 
Twenty-first German corps, which was 
advancing Sunday over the ice of Lake 
/Dusia with the object of getting in our 
rear, was attacked with the bayonet near 
Zebrziski and annihilated. 

“In the Carpathians, between Morlitze 
and Bartfeld, the Austrians on Saturday 
made persistent but fruitiess attacks near 
the villages of Gladycheff and Reghetow. 
In the direction of Balligrod, on the geft 
pank of the Upper San, we have made 
progress. Near Koziouwka on Saturday 
we repulsed new German attacks.” 


Austrian Official Statement. 

VIENNA, March 29.—The war office to- 
night made public the following official 
communication: 

‘In the Carpathians a Russian attack 
yesterday on the heights west of Benya- 
voelgy was repulsed, although the enemy 
was numerically stronger. North of the 
Uzsock pass, Russian night attacks failed 
under heavy firing from our positions, 

“On the southeast Galician front there 
were artillery duels. Russian forces 
which advanced acrogs the Dniester river 
east of Saleszezyki were driven back 
after a vigorous fight.” 

Germans Capture Border Town. 

BERLIN, March 29.—Gérman troops 
have stormed and captured the Russian 
town of Tauroggen. five miles across the 
border of East Prussia, northeast of 
Tilsit, the war office announced today. 

The Russians again have threatened an 
invasion of East Prussia, this time along 
the railway leading from Kovno, over the 
Prussian frontier to Insterburg. A Ger- 
man detachment defeated this advancing 
army near Pilwiszki, twenty miles from 
the border, with heavy losses. 

Further south, in the district of Kras- 
nopol, other Russian attacks broke down, 
the Germans taking 1,000 prisoners and 
five hine guns.

A total of 419 ballote was cast. Rob- 
ert M. Sweitzer, Democrat, got 230; Wil- 
liam Hale Thompson, Republican, 187, 
and the Socialist and Prohibition candi- 
dates 1 each. 

Immediately after the poll closed the 
ballots were counted and the result gn- 
nouneed. The count was supervised by

Board of Trade Ballots. 

Through the courtesy of C. H. Canby, 
president of the board, every facility was 
afforded for the seated of a perfect test 
yote. 

Small slips of paper were used as bal- 
jots. These were distributed and each 
voter wrote the name of his choice for 
mayor on the slip of paper, folded it, 
and deposited it in the ballot box. 

The result of the poll corresponded 
closely to the test vote of 100 previously 
takem among board of trade members. 
The former vote, as already announced, 
was 58 for Sweitzer and 42 for Thompson. 


Difference Only 2 Per Cent. 

This favors Sweitzer slightly more than 
the vote of 230 to 187. Between the two 
votes there is-only a difference of 2 per 
cent in the totals. For this reason the 
percentage coniputation based on the 
test vote of 100, will stand. 

In addition to the board of trade vote 
the-day’s returns yielded 300 ballots from 
three new occupational classes. With 
10,300 previously recorded the additiona! 
returns brought the grand total up to 
0,000 test ballots. 

Computed on a percentage basis, the 
new returns forced Robert M. Sweitzer 
to yield first place on the percentage list 
to Thompson. This is the first time in 
nine days that Thompson heads the list, 
Bweltzer having held the lead since mares 
pO. 


Thompson Goes to Top. 

Thompson overcame Sweitzer’s lead of 
fi8 and raised his own to 300, a gain of 
1,268.

The siege artillery is sometimes mounted on 
wheels and sometimes on permanent carriages, but 
always the guns are so large, and therefore so 
heavy, that positions have to be prepared for them, 
and therefore it takes both time and trouble to 

Ip the permanent artillery and the larger types 
of glege artillery the gun carriage consists of two 
Parts: the lower part, which remains rigid when 
the gun js fired, and the upper part, which slides 
back over the lower carriage after each shot. This 
system hes a great many advantages over the old 
pe of field gun in which all the parts being rig- 
idly attached to each other, the carriage recoiled 
some distance after each shot, and had to be moved 
hack {nto its former position by the gun crew. 

This also necessitated the gun being aimed al! 
over again after each shot. .For many years 
means were sought by which the well understood 
‘dvantages of having a lower carriage which 
Would remain stationary during firing could be ap 
dlied to field artillery. 


-o- 


Two things were desired: First, to find a way by 
which the lower carriage would remain stationary 
when the gun was fired without having it so heavy 
that it could not be pulled around by horses. Sec 
ondly, to find a way by which when the gun had 
tached its maximum ‘position in recoil it would be 
tutomatically restored to its firing position. 

While simple enough in principle, the mechanical 
fificulties connected with the solving of these two 
toblems were great. | 

The French in 1897 re-armed their field artiller¥ 
"ith the first gun of this type. The lower carriage . 
Hheld in place after the second shot by a spade on 


_ The French realized immediately that the greatly 
increased rate at. which they could fire meant more 
than would appear at first sight. . Heat 
Napoleon relied greatly on the fire of his ar- 
At the critical moment of a battle he used 


which his‘own infantry could enter and thus gain 
a victory. He did this by bringing up, at the de- 
cisive moment,.a large number of batteries which 
concentrated their fire on’ some one part of the 
enemy's infantry. As the infantry rifle became 
more powerful this became less and less possible, 
because the infantry by their fire could keep the 
artillery at ‘such distance that a large mass of 
them could not be brought up close enough to do 
the desired damage. 

As a consequence, for a long period of years the 
artillery could not help its own infantry in their 
advance against the enemy. to the extent which was 
desired. While the range of artillery was sufficiently 
great to permit of it firing on the enemy's infantry 
while keeping out of range of rifle fire, the rate and 
accuracy of fire were not sufficient to produce the 
desired smashing effect on the enemy's infantry. 

oe ape 

The French soon saw that with the new weapon 
the artillery had come into its own again, as with 
the new-rapidity of fire the desired smashing effect 
could be produced. The old method of artillery 
fire, still used in some armies, is to ascertain as 
closely as possible the range of the object to be 
fired at, say, for instance, an advancing line’ of 
the enemy’s infantry. Then a shot is fired at this 
range. If it falls short another is fired at a greater 
range, and so on until one goes over the target. 

Then the target is bracketed—that is, it is known 
to be between two ranges, one of ‘which is short of 
it and the other over ft. The effort would then be 
made to decrease the bracket until the target is hit. 
This method sometimes may be used with consider- 
able effect against a target which remains stationary. 


The new French system is simply that, once 
having bracketed a target, instead of trying to hit 
it exactly they immediately take advantage of the 


‘rapidity with which they can fire to cover all the 


space within that bracket by exploding projectiles. 

In other. words, having found that the enemy’s 
infantry, or whatever other troops they may be 
firing at, are between two ranges, they simply 
sprinkle all the ground between these two ranges 
with bursting projectiles, and, due to the rapidity 
of their fire, they can do this so quickly that it is 
almost impossible for people in this space to run 
out of it.

Even in getting their target within a bracket they 
save time. Instead of firing one shot at a time until 
the target is bracketed they frequently fire all the 
guns of a battery practically at the same time, each 
with a different range. In this way they frequently 
bracket the target at the first salvo. This bracket- 
ing takes from one and one-half minutes under favor- 
able circumstances to five minutes under the most 
unfavorable circumstances, 

_ As soon as the target is bracketed ‘the battery 
opens what is called effective fire, or fire to produce 
effect. Frequently thirty seconds is sufficient to 
cover the desired space with such a rain of pro- 
Jectiles that the troops in it must suffer considerable 
loss. : 

Sometimes this effect is produced by having each 
gun fire one or more shots at a certain range, then 
increase the range a little and fire the same number, 
and so on, till it has gone from the lowest of the 
bracket to the highest. 

: — 

At other times the method used is for each gun to 
fire a certaig number of shots at a given range, mov- 
ing the gun to the right or to the left a certain dis- 
tance after each shot, them increase the range and 
fire the same number of shots, moving the gun the 
same distance to the left or right after each shot that 
it was formerly moved to the right or left, and so 
on, by incressing the range and sweeping in one 
direction and then increasing the range and sweep- 
ing in the opposite direction to cover the whole 
distance within the bracket. 

‘What this means can be understood from the fact 
that at a range of 2,500 yards each gun can cover a 
front of 250 yards without the lower carriage being 


rapidity of fire the guns can be fired from 4,000 to 
6,000 times each before it is necessary to send them 
to the arsenal to have the rifling renewed. . 

‘ _ 

Once the captain of the battery has bracketed his 
target and made up his mind what kind of fire he is 
going to use he simply gives his orders and each gun 
crew goes right ahead as quickly as possible. 

The sound of a French battery. of four guns in ac- 
tion is easily distinguished from that of other guns 
by the rapidity with which the discharges succeed 
each other. Where a number of batteries are in ac- 
tion at the same time it sounds almost like ‘one con- 
tinuous discharge. | Pest , 

While making all these improvements the French 
realized that guns exposed to such fire as they 
could produce would soon be put out of action. They 
therefore developed what is called the method of in- 
direct fire. This method had been more or less un- 
derstood and experimented with before. Owing, how- 
ever, to the imperfection of sighting methods of field 
artillery and in general its manner of fire, this 
method could seldom be used with any serious effect. 

. .- 

Roughly, it consists in putting the guns of a bat- 
tery far enough down the side of the hill away from 
the enemy so that they cannot be seen from the front, 
but not so far down that they cannot fire over the 
crest of the hill at the enemy. An observer is always 
posted who can see both the enemy being fired at and 
also some point, such asa church steeple, which the 
men at the guns can see. This point, called the 
auxiliary aiming point, may be and frequently is in 
the rear of the guns. 3 

By simple trigonometrica] calculations, which are 
virtually worked out mechanically, and therefore 
take little time, the observer can tell the gun point- 


ers how they must set their sights so taat when 


they see the auxiliary aiming point in the center of 
their sight the gun is pointed at the enemy. 

Even more important than that a gun should shoot 
well is that what it does shoot should create the de- 
sired effect. The old projectiles were simply solid 
round cannon balls. Later shells were invented. 
These were simply hollow cannon balls filled with 
powder, which by means of fuses were exploded a 
certain time after leaving the gun. When these 
shells burst the pieces flew im all directions.

It is an interesting fact that shrapnel was first 
used with considerable effect by the British on the 
French infantry during the battle of Waterloo. This 


' projectile since its invention has always been em- 


ployed against men and horses, as, due to its scatter- 
ing effect, it covers a considerable space of ground. 

For instance, at 3,500 yards the French shrapnel 
covers an elliptical space about 300 yards long and 
twenty-five yards wide. In the 140 yards of this 


"space farthest away from the gun the bullets have 


so little velocity that they do not, as a rule, seriously 
injure any one they may strike. | 
. — 

For use against material of any kind, such 
as guns, ammunition chests, lis, and earth- 
works, the high explosive shell was considered 
prior to the war to be the proper projectile. This 
shell always explodes by percussion; that is, the 
force with which it strikes an object causes it to 
explode. 

The French shell when it explodes bursts into 
200 pleces, sufficiently large to be dangerous, and 
the rest of it is practieally pulverized. In plan 
the pieces fiy in five different directions: straight 
to the right, to the left, to the right front, to the 
left front, and to the rear. Between these five 
groups there are spaces in which there are no pleces. 
This explains some of the apparently marvelous 
escapes which some people have had while under 
high explosive shel] fire. 

. _— . P 

In one instance a captain and the lieutenant 
of a battery were standing almost side by side. A 
German high explosive shell burst, killed the cap 
tain instantly, knocked down the lieutenant, and 


rolled him over about ten times, but did not injure 


him. 

In another case a colonel and a captain were 
standing near each other and about ten yards from 
a third officer. A German high explosive shell 
burst, practically om one of the three officers. He 
has never béen seen since. The colonel, who was 
standing on the side of the captain farthest away 
from the explosion, was very badly wounded, 


of these high explosive shells without a single mark 
having been made on their body. This is caused 
by the shock.

The French high explosive shell only does dam- 
age for about twenty yards from the center of ‘its 
burst. It makes up for this, however, by literally 
tearing nearly everrthing to pieces within that 
twenty yards. It tears up the ground in the diree 


tion of each group of fragment# in a way which 


suggests that a giant has used a large hatchet on it. 

It has little effect against trenches unless it 
bursts directly above or in them. It then kills 
everybody for about fifteen or twenty yards along 
the trench. If it strikes a field gun it damages 
it so badly that it is no longer of any née. 

As the war goes on, the artillery are coming 
to use more and more of the high explosive shell 
and jess of the shrapnel. While the high explosive 
is not as effective against trenches as could be 
desired, it is much more so than the shrapnel 
German prisoners describe the effect of the fire 
of these guns as being really terrible. 

>. 

The question may be asked, why Germany end 
other coustries have not as good a gun as the 
75 when it dates from 1897? Just before the French 
came out with this new model the Germans re 
armed al] their field artillery with the best gun 
which has ever been built of the old type. This 
cost an enormous amount of money. Therefore, 
when the French sprang their new type of gun 
the Germans were unable for a number of years 
to rearm their field artillery. 

When they did so, because of the enormous ex- 
pense of supplying an entirely new gun, they con- 
verted their old guns into the new type This left 
them with a gun inferior to the French in practically 


every way. \ 


The possession of a splendid weapon is not suf- 
ficient to insure success in war. It is necessary to 
know how to use it, and, above all, to have meu 
well trained in handling it. 

Daring years of peace the French have carefully 
prepared the officers and men of their artillery 
so that they might get the maximum value from 
the excellent weapon which they were given to use.

The demand for a real. defensive estab- 
lishment is becoming better informed and more deter- 
mined in all parts of the United States, and the con- 
gressmen who take their seats in the next body will 
be, it is hoped, in a frame ef mind less indifferent 
and more enlightened than is usual. 
The late session developed some unfortunate ten- 
sion between the secretary and some members. in 
charge of military affairs, and always we have to ex- 
pect the obstruction and bad judgment of Chairman 
Hay of the house committee on military affairs. 
There wil) be the inertia and ignorance of congress, 
the opposition of peace at any price pacifists, and 
the selfish interest of localities which object to the 
reduction of army posts essential to economy and 
modern efficiency. 
We cannot afford to minimize the resistance ahead, 
especially the resistance of mere inertia. The gen- 
eral staff will need every pound of intelligent sup- 
port that can be hoped for. We shall realize this in 
reviewing the history of attempts to reorganize the 
defenses.

OODROW WILSON is on the side of the 
angels, Whether he is writing a presiden- 
tial message, a note to Carranza, or a little ser- 
mon in essay form, such as the reprinted “ When 
a Man Comes to Himself,” Mr. Wilson is un- 
equivocally righteous. His references to this 
world of strife and woe are faint allusions only, 
thrown out with that discreet grace which no 
doubt characterizes the best dinner table con- 
versation on Olympus. His style has the air of 
dealing lightly with the disagreeable. Mankind 
and its gross appetites appear under none too 
descriptive adjectives like “selfish” or “cynical.”

If for any reason 
this ig not feasible he can succeed in a 
fair proportion of cases in the hands of 
physicians in his own home.

When the drug is withdrawn from a 
cocaine addict he goes crazy. His in- 
samity lasts a few daysand then his mind 
clears. Cocaine users restraint 
above every other element’of cure. 
Heroin addicts generally suffer from 
something of the same quality of mental 
degeneration. Watching and restraint 
are very necessary with them. 

In handling morphine and codeine users 
drugs aire more important and restraint is 
somewhat less so. Dr. Sceleth says that 
when the morphine dose is more than ten 
grains a day close medical supervision is 
required and that at the best some will

The remainder of Lady Abinger’s for- 
tune goes to her daughters, three in num- 
ber, the best known of whom is the Hon. 
Mrs. Percy Synge, who, having taken 
degrees of medicine in London, Paris, and 
Brussels, accepted the appointment of 
physician to the empress and princesses 
of Corea, from which country she sent to 
the Natural History mugeum in London 
a number of valuable zodlogical and om 
nithological specimens which had fallen 
to her gun, including the pelts of two 
superb snow tigers. 
The Boer war caused her to throw up 
her appointment in Corea, although it is 
said that her discovery that it was ous- 
tomary in the eyent of one of the im- 
Pperial patients dying to put all the at- 
tending physicians to death so aa to fur- 
nish the fllustrious patient with a medical 
escort into the other world contributed 
to hasten her departure. 

She did excellent service in the ambu- 
lances throughout the South African cam- 
Peign and, while thus engaged, fell in 
love with and married a young officer of 
the name of Percy Hamilton Synge, with 
whom, until the beginning of the present 
war, she made her home in western Can- 
ada.

The present Lord Abinger was for a 
time connected with the diplomatic serv- 
Ice as attaché of the British legations at 
Berne and Stockholm, in which latter 
capital he met and won hia wife, widow 
of the late King Oscar’s chamberlain, 
Carl de Geijer, and daughter of that Sir 
William White who died as British am- 
bassador to the sublime porte. 

Lord Abinger’s mother was the niece 
and adopted daughter of Sir Percy and 
Lady Shelley, the son and daughter-in- 
law of the poet, and from her he inher- 
ted considerable property around Bourne- 


|miouth, and all sorts of relics of the il- 


fated and gifted poet. 

The fortunes of Lord Abinger’s family 
were founded by Robert Scarlett, a Ja- 
maica planter, who acquired great wealth 
in the West Indies. His son, James, was 
a celebrated lawyer, who wes raised to the 
peerage as Lord Abinger on his elevation 
to the bench as chief baron of the court 
of the exchequer. 

A granduncle of the present peer was 
Gen. Sir James Yorke Scarlett, leader 
of the charge of the heavy brigade at 
Palaklava, a feat extolled by Tennyson in 
the following lines: :

Lady Williams-Taylor, who is a native 
of Montreal and the wife of the recently 
knighted general manager of the Bank of 
Montreal, on landing in New York gave 
out several interviews and delivered some 
‘addresses in which, unintentionally, she 


gave color to these stories by intimating | | 


that she had been especially charged to 
convey the thanks and the appreciation 
of the queen to the American committee 
for the work that they had done for the 
benefit of the British soldiers now fight- 
ing in France. 

All this seems to have aroused consid- 
erable criticism tn London; so much that 
Lady Williams-Taylor since here return 
to Montreal has found it necessary to 
cable to England contradicting the re- 
port that she had come to the United 
States as envoy and spokeswoman o¢ the 
queen. 

lady Williams-Taylor seems to have 
suffered in this connection through the 
indiscretion and lack of tact of some of 
her friends in New York; and, since some 
months previously another lady was men- 
tioned as coming to America as the per- 
sonal representative of the queen, it 
may be just as well to emphasize the fact 
that the presonal representatives of the 
British sovereigns are the British am- 
bassador and ambasgadress at Washing- 
ton, Sir Cecil and Lady Spring-Rice, that 
no one else is qualified to act in that ca- 
pacity, and that King George and Queen 
Mary are far too keenly alive to the nice- 
ties of etiquette in the matter of foreign 
relations to intrust to unoffictal person- 
ages commissions to act as their repre- 
sentatives, envoys, and spokesmen, or 
spokeswomen abroad.

In Serbia, when her husband was min- 
ister there, she founded and presided over 
the Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals. Moreover, through- 
out, tha two wars in the Balkans she 
worked day and night In the hospitais, 
nursing the sick and wounded with the 
utmost courage and devotion, relieving 
kuffering, until her health became seri-

Chicago Boy Pounds Charley 
Thomas and Wins in Six 
Round Battle, .

Philadelphia, Pa., March 29.—[{Spectal.] 
—For eighteen minutés, Charley White, 
the sensational Chicago lightweight, 
punched and jabbed, left hooked and right 
crossed the aggressive Charley Thomas, 
claimant to titular honors of France, to- 
night, and at the end of the fray the Chi- 
cago representative was entitled to the 
verdict. They met in the main attraction 
at the Olympia A. A. 

White brought into play everything in 
the category of fistiana, but there was no 
stopping the Thomas person. On more 
than one occasion White landed one of his 
noted smashes squarely on the jaw, but 
the aggressive Thomas would shake his 
head, step back, and then proceed to again 


enter the slaughter. 


White a Battering Ram. 
White was a human battering ram and 
Thomas was the recipient of terrible 
projectiles fired with lightninglike rapid- 
ity from all angles. At the finish White 


bore few reminders of the engagement, | 


while the hard working and punishment 
absorbing Thomas was battered beyond 
recognition. 

In one round and one round only did 
Thomas do any damage. This was inthe 
fifth round, when he caught White at 
close quarters with a hard left under the 
chin that rocked the Chicago boy. But 
from then until the close White just 
flailed away and the human punching 
bag took his medicine. 


Chicagoan Wears Bandages. 

White entered the ring with bandages 
around the waist, and he was unable to 
bend forward to any extent, being forced 
to fight erect. White’s back was !n bad 
shape, the result of the pummeling he 
received in his New York bout with Leach 
But what he did to Thomas was 
enough for the most bloodthirsty follow- 
er of the game. He timed his blows and 
sent so many direct to their mark that it 
was impossible for the human eye to fol- 
low them. 

White beat a tattoo around;the nose 
and eyes of the French exponent of fisti- 
cuffs and when not jabbing away with 
those destructive right and left jabs was 
sending a fusillade of hard right and left 
smashes to the body and jaw. 


Thomas Best at Close Range. 

The Chicago boy refused to mix it in the 
clinches with the unscientific battler, and 
this proved to be a life saver for him. 
At close range Thomas showed, that he 
was a demon, and after the first session, 
when White endeavored to meet Thomas 
at his own style of milling, the westerner 
proceeded to send his messengers of de- 
struction from a distance. 

The third round was one of the fastest 
and hardest fought of the mélée. After 
two minutes of action, in which innumera- 
ble blows were exchanged with the west- 
erner on the long end of the exchanges, 
White sent a left to Thomas’ jaw that 
staggered the Frenchman. In trying to 
retaliate Thomas caught White off his 
balance in making. one of. his character- 
istic rushes and both boys went crashing 
to the floor. They rolled over and over 
and came in contact with the ring post be- 
fore stopping. 


Fall Damages White. 

This fall did not help White any, and 
when he arose it was evident that he 
suffered from the contact with the floor. 
But his fighting ability was not in the 
least impaired, and from that moment to 
the finish he gave a splendid exhibition of 
fighting. 

More clean blows were sent to their 
mark in this skirmish than in any battle 
staged at the Olympia this year. White 
wore himself down in the fourth and fifth 
rounds from nothing else than meting

WELLS STOPPED 
BY FRANK MORAN 
IN TENTH ROUND 


Yankee Fighter Knocks Out) 


British Champion in Battle 
at London, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, March 29.—[Special. ]—Frank 
Moran, the American © héavywe'ght, 
knocked out Bombardier Wells, the Dng- 
lish champion, at the London opera house 
tonight in the tenth round. The men 
fought for a puresé of $3,500. More than 


| 4,000 people witnessed the contest. 
pugilists here are popular, and all | : 


It was more of a grand opera atmosphere 
than of a prize fight. It is hardly an ex- 
aggeration to say that one-quarter of the 
crowd was composed of women. Atleast 
one woman occupied every box, and in 
several cases women occupied entire 
boxes. In the high priced seats men and 
women were in evening dress. 


Women Cheer Soldiers. 

Khaki uniforms were everywhere in evi- 
dence, and the women cheered the soldiers 
just as they cheered the fighters. All dur- 
ing the bout shrill feminine voices shout- 
ed, “‘ Goit, Frank,” or “‘ Good boy, Wells,” 
and their cries were audible above the 
masculine voices. 

Wells entered the ring a strong favorite, 
but was hopelessly outpunched in the very 
first round. He received a terrific smash 
that caused him to walk to his corner ina 
dazed way at the end of the round. It 
looked as if Moran could have finished the 
Englishman right then. 

Moran Leads at Start. 

In the first round Moran outfought and 
outgeneraled the Englishman, but in the 
second Wells seemed to regain his nerve 
and from then until the knockout fought 
the cleamer and more scientific battle, al- 
though Moran’s blows seemed to do the 
greater damage. 

The second round went to Wells on 
points. In the third honors were even, but 
Welle had the advantage in the fourth. 
Both men were bleeding over _ left eye 
by that time. 


Two Rights End Bout. 

Again in the fifth Wells’ superiority was 
marked, but Moran shaded him in the 
sixth, and before the eighth round was 
over Wells was bleeding profusely and ap- 
peared to be tired, while Moran was emil- 
ing and confident. 

In the tenth Wells slipped and Moran 
put a vicious right to the jaw, which sent 
the Briton sprawlirig on his back. He 


waited for the count of six and then rose} 


unsteadily, while the crowd roared. As 
Wells got to his feet Moran sent another 
lightning right to the jaw and the English- 
man took the count.

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Madrigal Club at 
Central Music Hall.

HE Chicago Madrigal club justified 
ite existence last evening when it 
presented at Central Music hall 
Grenville Bantock’s ‘‘ On Himalay” 
—the poem is by Shelley. Upon 

reference to Mr. Bantock’s past one finds 
that he is guilty of persistent erudition, 
that he succeeded’ Edward Elgar as pro- 
fessor of music at Birmingham univer- 
sity, and that he shows a preference for 
the locser forms of program music. 
All this is, of course, entirely beside 
the point. lor what Prof. Bantock s:,owed 
in his musical composition was-the kind 
| Of genius that mace the endience fee! 
‘that life was entirely worth living and 
that Chieago gri:rre waa adequate com- 
| pensation. The music set up an actual 
| physical excitement which wae in tifis 
case not counteracted by any recogniza- 
ble violation of the canons of good taste.

In spite of the fact that Mr. Shelley's 
poem opens with the words “ Far away, 
on Himalay "’—suggestive of many mod- 
ern lucubrations in the field of impossible 
rag time—it proved susceptible to the 
magic of Bantock’sinspiration. — 

Possibly Mr. Clippinger’s ergunisaiion 
felt the work to be a superior thing; at 
any rate they did it admirably. 

Other compositions were also sung well. 
The Palestrina number was something to 
remember. It was fortunate that the 
club began with thisnumber, for the next, 
a Cherubim song in F by Gretchaninof,, 
was a horrible example.. 

The program was singularly interest- 
ing, at least the first half of it, with much 
old ard a little new, as a successfu! pro- 
gram vuewually is.. The newer works were 
the number by Bantock, Edward C., 
Moore's ‘‘ Take, O, Take Those ILIéps 
Away ’"’ [which the club sang with all 
the modern intensity demanded of such 
words as “ For heaven's sake, get out of 
here, I can’t stand having you around "] 
and MacFarlane’s prize madrigal, 
“Nymph and Swain,” which failed 
of complete success because of its some- 
what ponderous treatment. 

Altogether it was an unusually enjoy- 


able evening.

There was also a recital by Miss Marie 
Donner, pianist, at the Little theater. 
Miss Donner played many of the composi- 
tions which delight during the early 
atages of a musical life. Some of Chopin's 
drawing room emotionalism was pre- 
sented in exactly the right way, but for 
the, more vigorous worke, the pianist 
lacked brute strength. In spite of nerv- 
ousness most of the things she played 
were quite enjoyable.

Some of Sunday’s Recitals. 

The recital at the Illinots theater Sun- 
day afternoon presented the phenomenon 
of a poor program, poorly sung by an un- 
usually good singer, yet i <t of gen- 
uine enthusiasm. 

Charlies W. Clark was the recitalist. 
He is one of the few singers who is able 
to conceal technical fini#h and make a 
highly artificial performmace seem spon- 
taneous and natural. On this occasion 
he was obviously sick, his voice was rag- 
ged, and his memory kept failing him, 
several times im the middle of asong. He 
went on imperturbably, reaching for his 
glasses and the music. 

It was a concession to Palm Sunday 
feelings, of course, which led him to place 
“Hosanna” (Granier), “ That Sweet 
Story of OM” (West), and “‘ The Palms ” 
(J. Faure) op his program, and it must 
have been Palm Sunday feelings which 
encouraged him to repeat the second. 

The three of them are rank with medi- 
ocre sentimentality, and though there is 
a sweet mid-Victdrian orthodoxy about 
them, they seem to belong to a small 
town hotel rather than to a Chicago re- 
cital hall. 

There were also two songs of Sidney 
Homer which confirm him in his position 
as the Hamifiton Wright Mabie of song. 

Four French songs of Cuvillier, Widor, 
and G. Faure were unusually attractive. 
In them Mr. Clark was himeelf. There 
were three pretty songs by Parelli, in 
which Mr. Clark had the assistance of 


the composer.

Another recital of Sunday afternoon 
was that of Glenn Dillard Gunn, the pi- 
anist. One was impressed with the im- 
mense authority with which Mr. Gunn 
delivered his program. His genius seems 
to be of a broad and vigorous kind, which 
showed itself at its best in the Bach-Liszt 
fentasie and fugue in G miner, and some- 
what paradoxically inthe Brahms capric- 
cio in B minor, which was to be enjoyed | 
without reservation. Chopin’s schergo in | 
B minor was somewhat leas interesting. 

The Bella Bartoc “Bear Dance” seemed 
to de a burlesque of something, I could 
not quite make out of what. 

On his program also waa a Schubert 
minuet, Beethoven's ‘“‘ Andante Favori,” 
a movement from MacDowell's ‘‘ Celtic” 
sonata, Debussy’s * Pagodes " (Mr. Gunn, 
it will be remembered, wag one of the first 
believers in Debussy), a Swiss waltz of 
D’Indy, and the Liezt B minor sonata.

Would Prevent Raids. 
If the bill should pass it would be im- 
possible for the police to raid any dis- 


ing evidence without first obtaining a 
warrant. The “ joker” paragraph reads 
as follows: 

“Tt shall be unlawful for any sheriff, 


or other officer of any incorporated city, 
town, or village, having the power of a 
sheriff or constable, to arrest the inmates 
of any hotel or boarding house on the 
charge of keeping, maintaining, or pat- 
ronizing a house of ill fame, or to enter 
any hotel or boarding house for the pur- 
pose of so arresting the inmates thereof, 
except in cases where a warrant, based 


writing, verified by affidavit, shall have 
been issued for the search of such hotel 
or boarding house, and the arrest of the 
inmates thereof. Whoever shall be guilty 
of a violation of this act shall be fined not 
less than $50 nor more than $500.”"
